Police Alarm Sent Out at Midnight and 
Departing Boats Watched. 


New York, Oct. 31, 3 a. m.—{Speciab ]—Ray- 
mond Hitchcock, the comedian who has been 
starring in The Yankee Tourist at the 
Astor theater, is a fugitive from fustice with 
six indictments hanging over him. 

At midnight police headquarters sent out a 
general alarm for his arrest. At the same 
time special instructions were given to watch 
all outgoing steamers. 

Early yesterday forenoon the grand jury 
returned true bills against him, charging 
oriminal attacks on half a dozen young girls. 

Hitchcock was arrested several days ago on 
complaint of Helen von Hagen and was out 
on $3,000 bonds. 


Disappearance Is Discovered. 

At noon Herman Fromme, counsel for the 
actor, was told of the grand jury’s action 
and notified by a deputy sheriff to have 
Hitchcock. appear before Judge Grain of 
General Sessions today. This the lawyer 
promised to do, but it soon was discovered 
that Hitehcédck had disappeared. 

Inquiry at the actor's apartments revealed 
the fact that he has not been there since 
9 o'clock yesterday morning. He did not 
appear at yesterday's matinée at the Astor 
theater nor at the performance last night. 
Morris Kirby, Hitchcock’s personal repre- 
sentative, believes the indicted player sailed 
for England yesterday on the steamer Ma- 
jestic. 

Kirby said that the actor's wife, Flora 
Zabelle, called up Mr. Wagenhalls of Wag- 
enhalls & Kemper early in the afternoon and 
told him that Mr. Hitchcock had left home 
at 9 o’clock in the morning, saying that he 
was going to take a Turkish bath. That 
wae the last she saw of him. 


Search for Him Is Futile. 

Mrs. Hitchcock said that her husband had 
passed a sleepless night and had told her 
he wanted to brace up so that he could go 
on for the matinée. He had only a few 
dollars in his pocket, but wore valuable 
diamond rings. Every bathhouse in town 
was called up on the telephone and many 
clubs, but no trace of the missing actor 
was found. The Hitchcocks moved in from 
their country home at Great Neck two weeks 
ago and of late have been living at the Hotel 
Fis rs.

RUSS WARSHIPS M BATTLE 


Crew of Mutinous To 
Attacks Fleet and Forts. 


SHELLS SLAY IN STREETS. 


Projectiles Deluge Vladivostok and 
Harbor While Fight Rages. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

VLADIVOSTOK, Oct. 30.—Viadivostok 
was bombarded and a torpedo boat riddled 
with shells today during the progress of a 
desperate little naval battle started by mutin- 
ous sailors. ‘ 

Buildings were shattered In the town and 
several persons killed in the streets. In the 
excitement the heavy guns in the fort and 
the soldiers stationed there opened fire on the 
harbor where five warships were engaged in 
a close range fight, regardless of the shipping 
at anchor. 

The mutineers finally were subdued, but 
not before several officers and sailors had 
been killed and wounded and the town thrown 
into a panic. 

The naval battle came as a seque; to the 
mutiny of a battalion of sappers who yes- 
terday fired on the barracks. Machine guns 
were turned on the mutineers and several 
were killed. ‘ 


Fierce Battle Begins Suddenly. 

Early in the day the torpedo boat Skory, 
the gunboat Mandschur, and the destroyers 
Garsovoz Smely and Serditz were lying peace- 
fully at anchor outside the harbor. Suddenly 
there was a disturbance on the Skory. A 
little later its anchor was hoisted aboard, a 
red flag run to the mast head, and the torpedo 
boat steamed into the harbor. Without 
warning it opened fire on the town and 
forts. 

Before any one realized what had occurred 
shells were exploding in the streets and tor- 
pedoes bursting under the forts. 

As quickly as they could get under way 
the gunboat and destroyers followed the 
Skory into the harbor. By this time the 
artillery in the forts had opened on the tor- 
pedo boat. The other boats also attacked 
it with every gun they could bring to bear. 
The fight lasted until the Skory was battered 
helpless and most of its mutinous crew killed 
or wounded. 


Torpedo Boat Fights Hard. 
Before it was rendered helpless the Skory 
inflicted considerable damage on the other 
warships as well as on the town and forts. 
Those of the mutineers on the torpedo boats 
who, escaped the deluge of ghells leaped over- 
board and swam ashore where soldiers were 


| waiting to capture them. The Skory was 
i beached to prevent its sinking. 


Among the men killed were Capt. Kurosch, 
commander of the torpedo boat Smely, and 
Lieut. Stoer, commander of the Skory; Lieut. 
Vassilief, commanding the Serditz, was 
wounded. 

Vladivostok has been declared in a state 
of siege. It is believed agitators, including a 
number of Jews, incited the mutiny on the 
Skory. All the agitators were killed in the 
fighting. 

At the time of the mutiny the torpedo boat 
destroyer squadron had just returned to 
Viadivostok from a long cruise.

VYATKA, Russia, Oct. 30.—As Prince Gort- 
chakoff, the acting governor of Vyatka, 
was driving from the cathedral here at noon 
today, a bomb was hurled at his carriage but 
failed to explode.

SALOONS CLOSE UP AT 1 A. M. 


Chicago Banks Begin Import- 
ing Gold and Ordering 
‘New Circulation. 


LATTER MADE POSSIBLE. 


Controller Issues an Emergency 
Rule Enabling Increase 
of Currency. 


With the disappearance yesterday of the 
last vestige of alarm over the financial situ- 
ation in Chicago steps were taken both here 
and in Washington to bring an unlimited sup- 
ply of cash into the city. With this prospect 
it is believed by the bankers that the stress 
of the money scarcity will be a thing of the 
past within a fortnight. 

The national banks are preparing to in- 
crease their issues of bank notes several mil- 
lion dollars in the aggregate as a result of 
an emergency policy announcedun the after- 
noon by Controller Ridgely in Washington. 
National banks wil. be permitted to substi- 
tute certain other securities for government 
bonds put up as collateral for government 
deposits and to issue additional currency on 
the security of the government bonds thus 
released. 5 


Importing Gold from Europe. 


At the same time arrangements continue 
to be made for the importation of gold from 
abroad. The First National bank drew on 
its London account for $1,000,000 in gold, in 
addition to the $2,000,000 that the bank con- 
tracted for importation on Tuesday. Pree!- 
dent John J. Mitchell of the IIlinois Trust 
and Savings announced a series of shipments 
of gold from London, the first one amounting 
2 $500,000 having been ordered during the 

y. , 

With the expansion of local currency issues 
and the importation of cash it is estimated 
that Chicago will have added $10,000,000 to 
its cash resources Within the next two weeks. 
This will assure a sufficient supply of money 
for = employers to meet their pay rolls 
in cash. 


Controller Ridgely’s Action. 


Controller Ridgely’s action, which is ex- 
pected to give Chicago about $5,000,000 
more, was a move of most promise to the 
country at large in the present emergency. 
The step was announced in this official state- 
ment given out in Washington: 

“The controller's office will facilitate in 
every proper way the immediate increase of 
national bank note circulation. With this 
end in view all such national banks as have 
government bonds in the hands of the treas- 
urer of the United States to secure deposits 
and also have any available capacity for m- 
creased circulation will be allowed to sub- 
stitute other bonds satisfactory to the secre- 
tary of the treasury as a basis for govern- 
ment deposits provided the government 
bonds thus released are used to increase cir- 
culation. | r 

This rule will apply not only where the 
bank transferring the bonds from the de- 
posit account to the circulation account takes 
out the additional circulatimg notes but also 
where an arrangement can be made for any 
other national bank having capacity for in- 
creased circulation to take out the additional

New York, Oct. 30.— [Special. I— For the first 
time since the elimination of the Heinzes, 
the Thomases, and Charles W. Morse from 
the banking business, not a bank today either 
asked or received aid from the clearing 
house circles. Of the six banks which have 
been assisted five had credit balances at 
the clearing house and the other broke prac- 
tically even. It appeared probable from 
this time on every one ef them would be 
abundantly able to take care of itself. 

An {ncreased ease in call money, the break- 
ing. of the deadlock in time money, heavy 
investment buying of stocks, a sharp decline 
in foreign exchange rates, and the making 
of exchange by heavy sales of cotton bills 
were other favorable developments of the 
day. 

On the other hand there was but little 
relaxation in the strong grip with which 
various financial institutions are holding on 
to their money. Ii was as difficult as ever 
to cash drafts on banks in other cities and 
there was announced the fourth stock ex- 
change failure since the collapse in the United 
Copper corner. 


One $2,000,000 Failure in Day. 

The firm which suspended was Kessler & 
Co., bankers and brokers at 54 Wall street. 
The firm had an extensive German clientéle, 
and did considerable business in foreign ex- 
change. The failure was said to be due to 
inability to sell foreign drafts, and the failure 
of one of the partners, who is ill, to supply 
the firm with cash that was expected. The 
liabilities of the firm were declared to be 
less than $2,000,000. 

Kessler & Co. claimed to have a capital of 
$2,500,000. The house is an old one, having 
been in business since 1854. Originally it 
conducted the business of importing dry 
goods, but went into the banking and ex- 
change business in 1882. William Kessler of 
Manchester, England, was the senior part- 
ner and capitalist of the firm. He died in 
190 and was succeeded by his son, Alfred 
Kessler. The other members of the firm 
are Rudolph F. Flinsch and William K. 
Gillett. 

Mr. Gillett is the partner to whose iliness 
is ascribed in part the inability of the firm 
to meet its obligations. The firm secured a 
stock exchange seat in 1900. Alfred Kessler 
is the board member. 


Stock Market Not the Cause. 

The firm, it became known, sold last week 
a large number of demand sterling bills 
which reached London today. It has since 
sold other bills on London, and it was as- 
sumed that the firm expected to purchase 
cables to meet {hese maturing bills in case 
they could not otherwise be met, and that 
the extraordinary advance in cables on Tues- 
day made such an operation impossible ex- 
cept at a heavy loss. s

IN1908 ISTHECRY 


Kentuckians Urged in Great 
Massmeeting to Put In No 
Crop Next Year. 


| FEAR FACTIONAL CLASH. 


Armed Guards at Warehouses; 
Agents of American Society 
of Equity at Work. 


Louisville, Ky., Oct. 30.—Kentucky may 
not grow any tobacco next year. One of 
the most remarkabie meetings held in this 
state for some time was that of the National 
Association of Tobacco Growers in Shelby- 
ville today, which was attended by about 
8,000 growers from all parts of the coun- 
try. The association ratified the action of 
the executive committee of the Burley To- 
bacco Growers’ association, which decided 
in a meeting at Winchester not to raise 
any tobacco next year. Harry Weissinger 
of Louisville, a multi-millionaire planter and 
formerly connected with the American To- 
bacco company, advised the growers to cut 
out the crop for next year. 

Every warehouse of any consequence in 
Henderson and Owensboro is guarded by 
armed men and there is considerable un- 
easiness, Especially is this true as the time 
for delivering the tobacco which has been 
bought outside the pool approaches. 

Despite the fact that the growers declare 
they will not pursue any lawless methods, 
their banners when they came into the Hen- 
derson stemming district in a body bore the 
legend. Peace today, war tomorrow.“ 

Bodies of growers claiming to be members 
of the American Society of Equity are rid- 
ing through McLean county, notifying buy- 
ers to quit the tobacco flelds until the 1906 
crop is sold and urging growers to pool 
their crop with the society.

CONFIRMS SEVENTY PUPILS 
AT ST. JOSEPH’S SCHOOL. 


Archbishop James E. Quigley Confers 
Sacrament at Shermerville and Speaks 
on Technical Institution’s Progress. 


The sacrament of confirmation was con- 
ferred by Archbishop James E. Quigley yes- 
terday afternoon on seventy boys and girls, 
pupils, in the chapel of the Holy Ghost at 
St. Joseph's Technical school, Shermerville. 

The archbishop was accompanied to the 
echool, which is inthe north west part of Cook 
county, by the secretary of the archdiogese 
and a large number of priests. 

After the formal rite of the sacrament had 
been conferred the Gregorian chant, sung by 
the venerable brothers, was a feature and 
then a brief sermon by Archbishop Quigley 
to the children and parents followed. 

Dwelling on the strengthening influence of 
the sacrament of confirmation, he said:

J udge Brentano Sentences 
Walton for Killing Mrs. 
Lillian White Grant. 


PRISONER ASKS HASTY. 


Court Tells Him No Earlier Date 
for Exeention Is Permit- 
ted by Law. ee. 


Judge Brentano yesterday sentenced Rich- 
ard Walton to be hanged Friday, Dec. 18, 
for the murder of Mrs. Lilllan White Grant. 

Can't you make it sooner, judge?" asked 
the negro. 

“TI regret that the law will not permit 
me tc accommodate you,“ replied Judge 
Brentano. That is the earliest day pos- 
sible.”’ 

“TI want to have it over as soon as pos- 
sible,”’ Walton replied as he was led out 
by a bailiff. 

Walton’s attitude when the death sentence 
Was passed was in accord with his conduct 
throughout the trial. He frequently smiled 
and nodded his head as witnesses were giv- 
ing testimony against him. He had pleaded 
guilty on arraignment Mondaf and his case 
was set for yesterday. The court appointed 
Attorney Patrick Carey to defend him. 


Police Officials Testify. 

Inspector Hunt and Capt. McWeeney told 
of the police efforts to find Walton, of his 
capture in Springfield, and subsequent con- 
fession. Persons living at the house where 
Mrs. Grant lived told of finding the body 
and of Waltons visit. 

Walton offered no evidence in his own be- 


jamin J. Short at once demanded the death 
penalty. 

Attorney Carey in a short answer pleaded 
for life imprisonment on the ground that 
his client was penitent, had made full con- 
fession, and pleaded guilty. Judge Bren- 
tano then called Walton to the bar and sald: 

The court in the exercise of its judicial 
discretion can impose the extreme punish- 
ment within the extent of its power. In 


this case no mitigating circumstances have 


been shown-—-not a word of defense has been 
uttered by the prisoner. He states simply 
that he wil] leave it with the court to de- 
termine the extent of the punishment which 
shall be inflicted. 


Reason for Plea of Guilty. 
» “Tt may be that the prisoner entered the 
plea of guilty as is so often done in the 
hope or expectation that he would thereby 
receive some favor of the court in the sen- 
tence. 

In this case the prisoner had no right 
to expect. any favor from the court, for 
the court repeatedly and earnestly cautioned 
him that he might not indulge in any such 
hope or expectation and further fully and 
thoroughly apprised and Instructed him as 
to his constitutional right in this court. The 
court fully om em to the prisoner the 
consequences of entering his ple® and his 
right to a trial by a jury if he entered a 
plea of not guilty. 

“The prisoner persisted in standing by his 
plea after being informed that such plea 
would make no alteration in his punishment 
and could have no influence on the court in 
the discharge of its sworn and solemn duty. 
Justice in this case can only be subserved 
“by the inflicting of the extreme punishment. 


To Be Hanged in Jail. 

Therefore, it is the sentence of the court 
that you, Richard Walton, known also as 
Richard Williams, be taken to the county jail 
and there to be confined until the thirteenth 
day of December, 1907, and then between the 
hours of sunrise and sunset that you be taken 
to the north corridor of the county jail by the 
sheriff and there be hanged by the neck until 
you shall be dead.“ 


“BOY JURY” TRIES MRS. SLADEK. 


Taung Men Selected for Trial and the 
State Begins Attack on Alleged 
Murderess. 


With the selection of the final juror and 
the opening of the ctate’s case by Assistant 
State’s Attorney G. M. Popham in Judge 
Windes’ court yesterday afternoon the heavy 
batteries of the state this morning will be 
.turned upon Mrs. Mary Sladek. The indict- 
ment charges Mrs. Sladek with the murder 
of her mother, Mrs. Mary Mette, through 
poison. 

Frank W. Nickel, a student in the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, was the last 
juror chosen and perhaps the youngest of all. 
The jury is composed almost entirely of young 
men, 

Attorney Popham immediately opened the 
state’s case. Mrs. Sladek, dressed in black 
and with face half hidden by a floating veil, 
seemed entirely composed during the dutline 
of the state’s case, yawning at times, and 
only appearing interested when the most 
damaging direct accusations were made. 
Then she leaned forward and whispered in 
the ear of her counsel. 

It ig not the purpose ot the state to ask 
the death penalty,“ said Mr. Popham. 
This case will not depend wholly upon cir- 
cumstantial evidence—much of it will be as 
direct as can ordinarily be had in cases of 
murder by poison. The state, will introduce 
and prove a motive in this case for the de- 
tendant's killing of her mother. The state 
will introduce evidence to show that this 
defendant had trouble with her husband over 
money matters, that he deserted her, afid 
that she thought money would bring him 
back. Nowhere was it to be found save from 
the insurance of her parents. 

* The state contends it was rat poison pur- 
chased by this defendant and administered 
by her to members of her family that resulted 
in the death of Mrs. Mary Mette.“

First Step Is Taken in Investiga- 
tion of the County Jail. 


OTHER WITNESSES CALLED. 
— — 
Most Say They Can Tell Nothing: One 
Promises Complete oe 


John L. Whitman, 8 of the 
bridewell and former Cook county jailer, told 
the October grand jury yesterday afternoon 
something about the management of the jail 
and laid the basis for the investigation into 
jail conditions under Sheriff Strassheim and 
Jaller Langeloh, which will be taken up to- 
day with the calling of many witnesses, 

Mr. Whitman was before the grand jury 
more than an hour. He brought with him 


rom the bridewell C. F. McGuire, a prisoner 


who was in the jail under Mr. Whitman. 
McGuire was a trusty at that time, and 
the grand jury wants to know whether or not 


‘he paid the guards in the jail anything for 


the privilege he enjoyed. McGuire will be 
called this morning. 

Other witnesses to be examined are Deputy 
Sheriff Charles F. Peters, Attorneys Daniel 
M. Eljiott, Samuel E. Foos, and Antoinette 
Funk etective William McGurn, formerly 
a jail guard; Jacob Bonga, a discharged 
guard; and Assistant Jailer James F. Swee- 
ney. These witnesses waited in the ante- 
room all the afternoon, but they were not 
called. Another man who will be called today 
is Philip Stevens, 892 West Harrison street. a 
guard who was discharged a short time ago. 


Tells of Jail Difficulties. 


I simply told the grand jury the details 
of jail management and the difficulties that 
a jailer has to contend with,” said Mr. Whit- 
man. I know it was not perfect under my 
management and I told the jury so. There 
was probably gambling and smuggling then. 
The grand jury asked me questions about 
discipline and sanitary arrangements and 
gambling and drinking. I told them all I 
knew.“ 


It ig not expected that any indictments will 4. 


result from the investigation. The grand 
jury may make a report on the situation, per- 
haps recommending that severdl guards be 
discharged. 

State’s Attorney Healy had this to say of 
the investigation: 

“There has been a good deal of criticism 
of the jail lately and we want to sift it down. 
We are ready to take up all charges that may 
be presented.” 

The grand jury sent a committee through 
the Il on Tuesday. The committee spent

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APPEALS DECISION 
OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Ex-Barn Foreman Goes to the 
Civil Service Commission 
for Assistance. 


ASKSABOLISHEDJOBBACK 


Says That Business Manager J. 
A. Guilford Draws an IIle- 


gal Salary. 


Michael Naughton, whose position as barn 
foreman in the school supply department was 
abolished by the board of education Sept. 25, 
took the matter before the civil service com- 
mission yesterday. 

Through his attorney, Francis J. Sullivan, 
Naughton presented a petition asking that, 
as a civil service employé, he be given a 
hearing of the case against him and, if pos- 
sible, reinstated. 

‘The petition sets forth that Naughton’s po- 
sition was abolished after he [Naughton] 
had been attacked by Louls Hesse, a clerk 
in the supply department; that, although 
Hesse was convicted and fined before Judge 
Going, no charges were made against him 
by the school board, and that Business Man- 
ager J. A. Guilford has refused to bet Naugh- 
ton or his attorney see the recommendation 
to the buildings and grounds committee 
under which the position 2 abolished. 

As a clincher to the charges made by 
Naughton his petition is — by a 
complaint entered by George F. McDonald, 
a clerk, declaring hat Business Manager 
Guilford is a holdover employé and is re- 
ceiving a salary not warranted by law. 

Blames Business Manager. 

“The undersigned represents, says 
Naughton in his petition, that during the 
time of his employment said J. A. Guilford 
has tried in every way to secure the dis- 
missal of the undersigned and within the last 
six months suspended him without making 
any charges against him whatever. 


“The undersigned would further make 


known that some months ago, while in the 
performance of my duties, I'was struck down 
and beaten by Louis Hesse, a holdover em- 
ployé and a favored a ant of said J. A. 
Guilford. The same day I was suspended by 
said Guilford. No charges were ever made 
against me, and although the facts were 
brought to said Guilford, no charges were 
ever made against Louls Hesse and no proper 
investigation was made. 

„On a warrant sworn out by me Louis 
Hesse was arrested. The jury heard the evi- 
dence and found him guilty and he paid his 
fine. A report of the affair was made to Busi- 
ness Manager Guilford; no charges were pre- 
ferred against me and to all intents and pur- 
poses Business Manager Gullford made a 
mistake when he suspended me.”’ 

Naughton charges also that a collection 
was taken among the employés at the school 
supply department, Monroe and Halsted 
streets, to pay Hesse’s fine, which amounted 
to $50 and costs. Hesse, it is charged by 
McDonald, is receiving a salary higher than 
ig, warranted by the civil service law. Hesse’s 
salary is $1,500 a year. 

‘* NaugiMon tried to get redress through 
some of the school trustees, said Attorney 
Sullivan, “ but he didn’t accomplish any- 
thing. If this thing can’t be arranged 
through the civil service commission I'm 
soing to get an injunction against the school 
board.“ 


Cause of Stormy Session. 

The abolishing of Naughton's position was 
the occasion of a stormy session in the school 
board on Oct. 9. At the request of Trustee 
Trumbull the board’s action of two weeks 
before was reconsidered and in the course of 
the discussion Trustee Guerin put Business 
Manager Guilford through an impromptu 
crose examination on the subject, and then 
declared, in effect, that President Schneider 
had used political “ jobbery in recommend 
ing the action. 

The board, however, refused by a vote 
of 8 to 6 to reconsider its action. President 
Schneider said that he had inspected the work 
at the supply barn personally and had found 
the position of barn foreman to be an un- 
necessary expense to the school board. 
Naughton, he said, had been abusive and 
insulting to his fellow-employés and had mer- 

ed discharge.

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STUDY OF INGOT DISCARD. 


* 


American Association at Work 
Trying to Bring About an 
Agreement. | 


New York. Oct. 80.—The combined efforts 
of the steel manufacturers and the railroads 
to find a standard steel rail that will safely 
bear the weight and strain imposed upon 
it by the modern locomotive are bearing fruit. 
The American Railway association has been 
looking into the subject to determine whether 
a more satisfactory rail could be made and 
in this the steel manufacturers have codp- 
erated. The railxay committee which has 
had the matter in hand reported progress 
at the semi-annue!l convention of the asso- 
ciation here today. | 

The committee agreed on the advisability 
of-an improvement in rail sections) which 
would afford a definite distribution of metal 
between ‘the head and base of the rail and 
develop a homogeneous condition of metal 
by cooling simultaneously. This was ap- 
proved by the association. The association 
instructed the committee to continue its in- 
quiry on disputed features. 


Confer with Civil Engineers. 

G. L. Peck of the Pennsylvania railway, 
chairman of the committee, stated that the 
committee had conferred with the American 
society of civil engineers, and had inspected 
tne principal-railmaking plants in the coun- 
try. 

While satisfied that a rail answering al! 
sich ra would be found, he said that onthe 
question of discard from the ingot the com- 
mittee had discovered a wide difference of 
opinion. Experts were consulted who advo- 
cated a discard of 25 per cent, which, it was 
claimed, would rid the ingot of all objection- 
able gases, which frequently rise in the cool- 
ing metal, and remove all foreign substances 
which were not desired in a perfect rail. 
The committee, however, learned that these 
views were not held by other steel rail ex- 
perts, who declared that rails made from 
the top of the ingot, in which all deleterious 
substances were assumed to- be found, were 
frequently better than rails made from other 
sections of the ingot. 


Expect Ultimate Agreement. 

The committee was unable to reach an 
agreement on the chemical composition of 
the steel rails. All differences of opinion, 
however, were met in a fair spirit calculated 
to bring about an ultimate agreement on a 
standard rail. 

The association gave especial thought to 
the report of the third rail committee, which 
suggested a standard outline for roHing stock 
and all superstructure, which would prove 


lation generally of the third rail on rail- 
roads throughout the United States. . 

The members today selected New York as 
the place for the meeting of the association 
next April.

Suit Brought to Restrain Prize 
Fighting Among Pupils. 


KNOTTY POINT FOR COURT. 


Football Just Polite Term for It, Kan- 
kakee Lawyer Says in Bill. 


* 


Kankakee, III., Oct. 30.—[Special.]—A bill to 
restrain the authorities from permitting prize 
fighting in Kankakee public schools was 
filed in the Circuit court today by Stephen 


Attorney Moore filed his bill after he had 
watched the high school football team play 
one or two matches. He failed to see any 
difference between the gridiron game, as the 
boys played it, and prize fighting, except that 
possibly it was-rougher and more dangerous 
to life and limb. 

To Attorney Moore's vision the high school 
gridiron is simpy an enlarged prize ring in 
which two sets of youths pommel one another 
till one side is so mauled and disabled that 
the other is declared winner. And since prize 
fighting is illegal Mr. Moore fails to see why 
the subterfuge under which it is carried on 
sheuld be permitted. 


„Footbak' Just a Polite Term. 

The bill for an injunction is directed 
against L. W. Smith, principal of the high 
school, and F. N. Tracy, superintendent of 
city schools. It is specifically designated, 
% bill for an injunction to restrain prize 
fighting in the public schools.” 

Attorney Moore carefully ignores the po- 
lite term football.“ What he objects to 
is the encouragement given by the school 
authorities to prize fighting. He points out 
in his bill that the purpose of the board 
of education ‘is to provide a common school 
education for persons between the ages of 
5 and 21 years, and that no authority has 
been conferred upon the board or on any 
teacher or principal to train the pupils as 
prize fighters. 

The bill declares that L. W. Smith, em- 
ployed by the board of education in the 
capacity of principal of fhe high school, has 
organized a team out of the school that 
travels from place to place in the state of 
Illinois and engages in contests of prize 
fighting with scholars of other schools.“ 


Degrading and Uncivilized. 


Principal Smith and Supt. Tracy, the bill 
charges, attempted to hide the fact that the 
pupils are prize fighters by calling their con- 
tests football.“ That, declares Attorney 
Moore, is simply subterfuge. In all its 
purposes and effects it is purely a contest of 
brute strength, and force, and fighting.“ 

Apart from its malign influence upon schol- 
arship, its attendant profanity, and other 
features which the bill describes as de- 
moralizing, degrading, unchristian, and un- 
civilized,’’ Attorney Moore holds the system 
is decidedly unfair, because the privileges of 
prize fighting are not extended to the whole 
school, but to a few carefully selected mem- 
bers chosen for their brute strength and 
pugnacity. 

In support of his plea to the court to restrain 
this prize fighting Attorney Moore calls at- 
tention-to the fact that since Oct. 1 there have 
been eight fatalities and many serious in- 
juries have been recefved by participants in 
the game. He pointed to the disbanding of 
the éleven of the Lima (O.) college by its 
captain, because an inventory of the in- 
jured showed six broken noses, four broken 
legs, eight dislocated bones, and twelve 
broken fingers. pa

Judge Grosscup was arrested just before 2 
o'clock in the afternoon, charged with man- 
slaughter. 1 

The warrant was served by E. H. Glover, 
sheriff of Coles county, He also brought 
warrants for Francis S. Peabody, president 
of the coal company that bears his name; 
Marshall E. Sampsell, receiver for the Union 
Traction company; and Arthur W. Under- 
wood, an attorney, all directors in the inter- 
urban company. Arrangements for bonds 
had been made with the National Surety 
company, and these were accepted by the 
sheriff. 

The arrests were made in Mr. Underwood's 
private office, room 1007, 204 Dearbo: street. 
The four defendants in the suit were discus- 
sing the merits of the case when Mr. Glover 
was ushered into the room.

Authority to approve the surety offered 
had been delegated to the sheriff by Judge

company is responsible to the amount of 
$5,000 for each of the four men. 

Sheriff Glover said that there was a strong 
feeling in Coles county against the inter- 
urban company, this being the third serious 
accident that has happened within a year.

of Bokhara, Blotted Out 
by Landslide. 


MOUNTAIN CRAG TOPPLES. 


Enormous Slice of Earth Breaks 
Loose and Thunders Down 
on the Village Below. 


TASHKEND, Russian Turkestan, Oct. 30. 
—The little town of Karatagh, in the Hussar 
district of Bokhara, has been overwhelmed 
and completely destroyed by a landslide that 
followed the earthquake of Oct. 21. 

According to the latest reports of the dis- 
aster a majority of the inhabitants of Kara- 
tagh lost their lives... The firat reports of the 
casualties were exaggerated, the death list 
being ‘placed as high as 15,000, but Karatagh 
has only about 2,500 dwellers, and there is 
reason to believe that about 1,500 were buried 
alive. 

Among those who survived the disaster are 
the governor of Karatagh and his mother. 

Karatagh is remotely situated, and it takes 
a full week for news to get out from there, 
but according to one courier who has come 
through an enormous section of the Kara- 
tagh mountain, which practically hung over 
the town, broke loose and thundered down 
upon the village. 

Karatagh is noted for its manufactures of 
sabers, cutlery, and fine silks, and is used as 
a summer resort by the people of Hussar, a 
larger town and capital of the district of 
Hussar. It is located In a mountainous 
country at an elevation of 2,600 feet above 
the level of the sea. 


YALE AND HARVARDEDUCATORS 
SPEAK IN BERLIN UNIVERSITY. 


President Hadley and Prof. Schofield 
Begin Exchange Duties in German 
Capital—Harvard Answers Critics. 


BERLIN, Oct. 80.—This was an American 
day at Berlin university, the occasion being 
the lectures of President Hadley of Yale and 
Prof. Schofield of Harvard, who began their 
exchange professorship work by dividing an 
hour between them. 

Crown Prince Frederick William and a die- 
tinguished gathering of persons in public fe 
and university professors, occupied chairs 
near the lecturers. The crown prince repre- 
sented Emperor William, who was confined 
to his room in the palace with a cold. 

Dr. Stumpf, rector of the university, intro- 
duced Dre. Hadley and Schofield, the students 
shuffling their feet prolongedly, which is the 
German academic method of applause. 

President Hadley spoke on the differences 
in the economic systems of Germany and the 
United States. 

Prof. Schofield, who is required by the 
conditions of the professorial exchange be- 
tween the Universities of Harvard and Ber- 
lin to lecture in English, lectured on rela- 
tionship between English literature of the 
middle ages and contemporaneous continental 
literatures. 

There was some comment on the fact that 
Prof. Schofield is a British subject, being a 
native of Canada, and Harvard university 
was criticised in some quarters for sending 
a Britisher to Germany to expound American 
ideas. The corporation of Harvard, however, 
has answered this by declaring that a British 
subject wae sent here this year because too 
much strese has heretofore been laid on the 
supposed diplomatic character of the ex- 
change plan.

The fact that over a score of local high 
school athletes had fallen before the wrath 
of the Cook county high school board of 
control yesterday threw the followers of 
prep football into semi-rebellion. Two com- 
plete elevens—the North Division and Lake 
View school teams—have been suspended 
from athletics for an indefinite period and will 
not be allowed to compete in any branch of 
sports sanctioned by the local ruling body, 

The decision of the board of control came 
without warning, and several of the mem- 
bers tried to delay the action. 

The North Division team was suspended 
because it admitted ineligible men In a game 
with the Hyde Park team on Oct. 19, and 
the Lake View team was suspended for sim- 
ilar action in the game with Crane Manual 
Training school on Oct. 16. 

According to Capt. Schillo of the North 
Division school, he was unable to find enqugh 
eligible players to play against Hyde Park, 
and was told by Principal Oliver Wescott 
that he might forfeit the regular league 
game, but could engage in an exhibition 
game. This was done, and the matter was 
taken before Prof. Howland of Hyde Park, 
the board of control member who had 
charge of the game. His opinion was the 
same as Principal Wescott's, and the boys 
proceeded to play the game. 

The Lake View boys, who were mostly 
frat men and ineligible to play, formed what 
was known as the Lake View Athletic club.

HAZARDOUS PUBLIC SERVICE. 
According to statistics published recent- 
ly, sweeping the streets is entitled to be 
placed on the list of extrahazardous occu- 
pations. In the last sixty days seven 
street sweepers have been killed and thir- 
ty-six injured in this city. Whether these 


‘accidents are due to carelessness on, the 


part of the workers or to carelessness on 
the part of drivers, motormen, ard chauf- 
feurs, the heavy mortality is accepted 
stoically as part of the ordinary risk of 
the work. It is not recognized by high 
Wages, a system of pensions, or in any 
other way, but it is far more dangerous 
to be a street sweeper than a soldier or 
sailor, a policeman or fireman. 

The Greek statesman whose political 
enemies thought to humiliate him by elec*- 
ing him public scavenger acrepted the 
position on the principle’ that it was aa 
honorable to serve the public in one place 
as in another, and that work which was 
necessary to the public health could not 
be considered degrading. It was Col. 
Waring who first gave the New York 
street sweepers a pride in their work and 
gave the city an opportunity to reflect 
a moment on the gratitude due to the 
men who kept off discomfort and pesti- 
lence by keeping the city neat. But neither 
in the days of Epaminondas nor in those 
of Waring was a man taking his life into 
his hands when he began to help clean the 
city. It ought not to be so today. 

If casualties among street sweepers are 
due to their defective eyesight or other 
physical defects which prevent their avoid- 
ing danger as much as ablebodied.men in 
their places might be expected to do, it 
is evident that the quality St the work 
done by these men must be inferior and 
that the city ought to employ better men. 
If the blame is found to rest upon careless 
drivers the city ought to make an example 
of the next offender. The dignity of the 
government demands that all city em- 
ployés should be protected in the perform- 
ance of their duty. Unavoidable acci- 
dents are few. In the others the respon: 
sibility should be placed where it belongs, 
and since the street sweeper has as much 
right to be in the street as car or truck 
has, the avoidable injury of a street 
sweeper should be punished much more 
severely than injury to ordinary pedes- 
trians.. The latter are naturally on their 
guard at crossings, while the sweepers 
have work to do which takes part of their 
attention. If seven policemen of the 
crossing squad had been killed by careless 
drivers in sixty days something would be 
done. The street sweepers must be pro- 
tected, too. 


WESTON FORTY YEARS AFTER. 

Not a few people are still living in 
Chicago who recall the arrival of Weston, 
the pedestrian, at the end of his twenty- 
six day journey to this city forty years 
ago. They remember how seemingly the 


whole city turned out to meet him, and 


accompanied him on his swinging tramp 
aiong Michigan avenue to the final stop- 
ping place. It was a memorable conclu- 
sion of what in those days was consid- 
ered a most noteworthy achievement. 

Weston was then in his thirtieth year. 
Now, when he is approaching the end of 
his seventieth year, he has entered upon a 
repetition of the task with just as much 
confidence and assurance as if he were 
out for a morning groll. Presumably 
at this writing he is hurrying on toward 
Boston, the first stage of his tramp, and 
if he is ‘not receiving the attention of 
excited crowds the reason lies, perhaps, 
in the decadence of pedestrianism as an 
athletic test. He will hardly expect to 
receive in the Chicago of today the same 
universal greeting that was tendered by 
the Chicago of the past, but he will find 
praise for his pluck, win, or lose, and due 
credit for success if he attains it. 

It is something for a man of 70 to walk 
fifty miles in a day, and it is a mighty 
feat to maintain that pace for a conbider- 
able number of consecutive days. For 
it must not- be forgotten that Weston 1s 
ten years beyond the limit pleasantly 
specified as the proper time for the chlo- 
roform bottle, and many more years be- 
rond the age when the man of ordinary 
health and strength would care to essay 
so arduous a tramp. Weston proved 
forty years ago that a young man of res- 
olute will and sturdy frame and correct 
habits of living can walk from Portland 
to Chicago in twenty-six days; he is now 
going to try to prove that the man of 
70, who has maintained good habits and 
has lived as he should, is as easily able to 
perform the task. 

The endurance test is interesting, there- 
fore, chiefly because it has been under- 
taken by a man at a time of life when he 
may be said to have fairly earned the in- 
dulgence of the conveniences and lux- 
uries of travel. In a way the present 
venture is far more interesting and sig- 
nificant than the earlier journey, for all 
things are possible in youth and much is 
expected of youth. But the man who 
demonstrates that at.the end of the scrip- 
tural allotment of human life he has pre- 
served the vigor of his young manhood 
sets an example that is likely to prove in- 
structive and beneficial to those who are 
looking for the secret of a sturdy old age. 


RECLAMATION PROJECTS. 

In an address made during his recent 
visit to the Mississippi valley President 
Roosevelt referred with pride to the deeds 
of his Dutch relations in connection with 
the building of the great dykes to shut out 
the sea from the lowlands of Holland, 
The same sort of energy and pains em- 
ployed in constructing levees along the 
Mississippi he believed might result in 
the reclamation for agricultural purposes 
of many square miles of alluvial soil now 
lost in bayous and swamps. 

His reference to Holland gave a quick- 
ened interest on the part of Americans 
in the long planned enterprise of reclaim- 
ing the Zuyder Zee. The Dutch engineers 
have begun the great task of turning 
this body of water into 1,400 square miles 
of dry land, to be used in the quiet pur-

Now 
that the work upon the project is really 
being undertaken it is shown to be com- 
paratively easy when the engineering 
feats in America are examined. In other 
words, it is not so much the magnitude 
of the Dutch enterprise that makes it 
notable. It is the story of the past taken 
with the long fight of the lowlanders to 
rescue their country from the sea which 
gives to the reclaiming of the Zuyder 
Zee a public interest which can never be 
secured for the vastly greater projecta 
which are being pushed by the United 
States government.

Lister, came out some months ago flatfoot- 
ed as a socialist, and the late Lord Love- 
lace, as well as his elder brother, grand- 
sons of the poet Byron, both professed so- 
Clalism.

Then there are Prince Peter Kropotkin and 
his less known elder brother, Prince Alex- 
ander Kropotkin, the latter famous as an 
astronomer and as a biologist, who con- 
tributedeno end of valuable data to the Im- 
perial phical society and was exiled as 
an anarchist to Tonisk, where he blew out 
his brains a few years ago when on the 
point of being transferred to the terrible 
penal settlement of Saghalien.

The Italian duke of Galliera, like . his 
friend, the marquis de Rochefort-Lucay. 
refuses to make use of his title, and insists 
on being addressed merely as M. Ferrari. 
He has declined to use a cent of the vast 
fortune bequeathed) to him by his father, 
the millionaire railroad contractor of Italy, 
and is keeping it in trust for his native city 
of Genoa, to which; it will go at his death, 
the major portion thereof being assigned ta 
the charitable institutions of the place. Al- 
though possessed of millions, he, when I 
last heard of him, was earning his own 
living by teaching mathematics at Paris. 

Every now and again we hear of the ar- 
rest and subsequent liberation of Prince and 
Princess Victor Nackachidze, who have been 
concerned in all sorts of anarchist plots, 
both in Russia and in other countries, and 
who have been imprisoned not only at St. 
Petersburg, but also in Italy, France, Aus- 
tria, and Belgium. The prince, who is near- 
ly related to the imperial house of Romanoff, 
sacrificed his fortupe for the sake of his 
socialistic principles, following in this re- 
spect the 1 of his father-in-law, 
Baron Roed@el. Then there ie the Sicilian 
Prince Bassina, 'who also placed his large 
fortune at the idisposal of the anarchist 
cause, and converted his fine palace at Paler- 
mo into the local headquarters of the move- 
ment. He has been concerned in all sorts 
of strikes and anarchist disturbances in 
Sicily, and has even served a term of im- 
prisonment in connection therewith. In 
fact, the nobility of every country in Europe 
is extensiyely represented in the ranks of 
socialism and anarchy, especially that of 
Russia. 


— 

They may be divided into three classes 
first of all the nobles, who, after squander- 
ing their fortune and finding themselves 
without resources, become foes of all capital 
and property, and resort for a livelihood 
to anarchist propaganda, either in preference 
to crime or in conjunction therewith. Then 
there are the nobles who have suffered di- 
rectly or indirectly grievous injury at the 
hands of the reigning house or of the gov- 
ernment, and who have in consequence be- 
come sworn foes of the constituted authori- 
ties. Finally, there are those enthusiasts 
and visionaries, like the late Lord Went- 
worth, Prince Nackachidze, Prince Bassina, 
and the duke of Galliera, who are prompted 
to embark in the socialist movement as a 
matter of conscience and principle, to which 
they sacrifice their fortune, their family, 
their name, and even their liberty. 

It must be remembered that the father of 
international anarchism, especially: of the 
Russian form of it, known by the name of 
nihilism, was a nobleman of illustrious 
lineage—namely: Michael de Bakunin, who, 
born to wealth, reared at court under im- 
perial auspices as a page of the czar, and 
afterwards as an officer of his court and a 
gentleman of his chamber, was the first to 
proclaim that Our first work must be the 
destruction and annihilation. of everything 
as it now exists,“ to publicly demand a 
rupture of “all these chains which are 
styled civilization, property, marriage, and 
morality,” and who denounced the idea of 
God as the greatest of all existing lies.“

Everybody who has read either in trans- 
lation or in the original the great drama, 
or, rather, series of dramas, that the Ger- 
man poet Schiller has woven around Wal- 
lenstein, duke of Friedland, the grandest 
figure of the seventeenth century, will be 
sorry to hear that one of his lineal descend- 
ants, Countess Louise of Wallenstein, or, az 
the name is more correctly written, Wald- 
stein, has just been arrested at Vienna 
for a whole series of forgeries and swindles. 
When at first the intervention of the police 
was invoked against her the authorities took 
it for granted that the title and name which 
she bore were merely usurped for purposes 
of fraud by some criminal of the lower class- 
es. But much to their astonishment, they 
discovered that she was all that she pre- 
tended to be—namely: the only daughter of 
the late Count Albert Waldstein, who died 
at Pressburg in 1886, leaving his widow and 
daughter Louise, the latter now 40 years of 
age, entirely without resources. 

From that time forth both women sub- 
sisted by means of loans, gifts, by the organ- 
ization of charitable entertainments, in 
which they were the unknown beneficiaries, 
by swindling tradesmen and boarding houses, 
and, lastly, by forgery. Countess Louise 
has been arrested, while her aged mother, 
the widowed Countess Hermine, has been 
sent to the poorhouse, and a 6-year old illegit- 
imate child of Countess Louise to a charita- 
ble institution. 

It is a pitiful downfall for the bearer of 
so historic a name as that of Wallenstein, 
for a descendant of that famous commander 
whose wealth and power were so great that 
he was able to raise and equip within the 
space of a few weeks; and to provide for 
the pay of an army of 50,000 men, horse and 
foot, which he placed at the disposal of 
Emperor Ferdinand II. It is a condition of 
affairs all the mote disgraceful when it is 
borne in mind that the head of the Wallen- 
stein family, Count Ernest Waldstein, is 
master today of much of the wealth, and 
of.many of the immense estates of his illus- 
trious ancestor, including the historic cha- 
teau of Dux, the ancestral home of his 
family. Indeed, he is one of the richest 
nobles of the Austrian empire, and it is 
inconceivable that he should not have come 
long ere this to the rescue of his destitute 
relatives in order to save the nase from 
ignominy. 

The only explanation that ‘can be invoked 
is that the Waldsteins have always been 
known for the intense bitterness of their 
family differences, and for their animosity 
one towards the other. It was this that led 
to the expatriation of young Count Otto 
Waldstein, who after an adventurous career 
in the United States. characterized by many 
ups and downs, was shot last spring while 


him for a fugitive desperado, guilty of a 
murder at Oakland. 

The Waldsteins are allied by marriage to 
the Metternichs, the Schwarzenbergs, the 
Nelippergs, the Hohensteins, and most of 
the great houses of the Austrian aristoc- 
racy, and at the chateau of Dux are pre-

A book of almost cyclopedic proportions 
that is to say, of 700 closely written pages, is 
A CONSIDERATION OF THE STATE OF 
IRELAND IN THE NINETEENTH CEN- 
TURY,” by G. Locker Lampson (E. P. Dut- 
ton & Co.). The author does not expect much 
thanks for his trouble, but declares that the

| petence of Ireland's governors for five cen- 


turies, and, in suffusing British cheeks with 
shame, to invoke better intentions for the 
future; to lay bare the secret of the repeated 


failures, the worm in the heart of the tree, | 


the want of knowledge of the Irish tempera- 
ment and history. Out of forty-two millions,” 
he grimly ‘remarks, ‘‘ who may skim these 
pages, 
lies curled up in the center of Irish rule, and 


if one of the five be destined some day to 


wield power sufficient to eure the disease, 
these leaves will not have been stitched alto- 
gether in vain.” 

The long drawn story is told with great in- 
telligence, great particularity, with great 
power; but revenge is not his motive, is 
not his policy. He expects no favor from the 
nationalist, who will have nothing but naked 
home rule.” For one thing, what the land of 
Ireland needs is an organized system of drain- 
age and reclamation; something which the 
tillers of the soil themselves are far too poor 
to attempt. Home rule,” which the 
nationalist agitator is working for day 
and night, is declared to be impracticable, 
and the great majority of Irishmen do not 
desire it. What they do yearn for is just, 
firm, sympathetic, and, above all, intelligent 
government.” 

A by no means inconsiderably important 
part of the volume is in the form of 102 ap- 
pendixes,“ in which is brought conveniently 
together a mass of most pertinent quotations, 
some from public documents, many from the 
more significant utterances of leading men on 
both sides, on all sides, of the terribly insis- 
tent problem. It would be a factor in the edu- 
cation of every member of parliament should 
he read the book through, from beginning to 
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Part III. of Sir George Otto Trevelyan’s 
“THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION” re- 
lates chiefly to the course of events connected 
with Saratoga, Valley Forge, and England 
and France at war (Longmans, Green & Co.). 
The first notable thing about it is that it is 
an account of the wer of the revolution from 
the English point of view. Too much credit 
can hardly be given the author for his emi- 
nent candor and fairness. There is the judi- 
cial spirit of the true historian, so far as the 
facts in the case have been ascertained. In 
certain respects his interpretation of the 
events in which Benedict Arnold had a more 
or less leading part is worthy of attention. 
Washington appreciated Arnold, and on 
various occasions took special pains to sig- 
malize it; but congress and some of the other 
generals evinced amazing stupidity and folly. 
That Arnold's self-conseciousness was ter- 
ribly tempted history must always admit. 
Gen. Gates’ treatment of him is shown to 
have been disgraceful in its jealousy. But 
while Mr. Trevelyan passes over with but 
the slightest notice Arnold’s final fatal step, 
it should be said that he nowhere manifests 
any partisan spirit in the matter. 

There is a highly interesting chapter on 
Franklin in Paris. The early relations be- 
tween the United States and the monarchies 
of Europe, he says, may be studied with ad- 
vantage by those who attach little im- 
portance to the personal factor in history. 
The prospects of the young republic were 
seriously and, to all appearances, irretriev- 
ably: damnified by the mismanagement of 
congress; but the position was saved by the 
ability, the discretion, and the force of ohar- 
acter of one single man, Benjamin Franklin.

Of him the author goes om to speak in terms 
of unbounded admiration. Franklin was 
past 70 when in September, 1776, he was by 
unanimous action of congress sent as com- 
missioner to France. It was for him a single 
handed conflict with the difficulties and prob- 
lems of a supreme crisis. He was accepted 
in Europe as the impersonation of the repub- 
lic. No statesman would do business with 
anybody but Franklin. Ags Jefferson said of 
him, he was America itself when in 
France.“ His mission, says a French writer, 
“ flattered all the bright and generous ideas 
of France; he caressed our happiest hopes; 
he came across to win liberty for his own 
country, and he brought liberty to us.“ It 
was Franklin who introduced America, on 
a footing of equality, into the councils of 
Europe, and who in a truer sense than 
Cannt called the new world into existence 
to repress the balance of the old. And the 
crown of his labors was that treaty of peace 
which of all international settlements is 
the one that has produced the greatest ad- 
vantage to both the contracting parties, has 
been of the greatest benefit to civilization as 
a whole, and has been the least affected by 
the flow of time.“ Mr. Trevelyan evidently 
enjoyed the writing of this concluding chap- 
ter of the volume on Franklin. , 

Those who think it well to havea history of 
our country written by an intelligent and 
fair minded outsider will give warm welcome 
to this really admirable work. 


‘“ HELENA’S PATH,” Anthony Hope’s 
new story, is for those who like the roselike 
aroma of sentiment. It hasn't a suggestion 
of practical, humdrum life from cover to 
cover.

The con- 
cert. party audience is invariably present 
to get its money’s worth, and encores, double, 
triple, and quadruple, are accorded after 
every number on the program, no matter 
what the worth of tha number may have 
been. Yesterday’s audience was of exactly 
this variety, and Mme.

The afterhoon began with a piano solo by 
M. C. Decreus, who later offieiated as ac- 
companist. He chose the Lisztian St. 
Francis Walking on the Waves, and he 
made not only good tonal billows but let the 
sacred walker promenade safely and con- 
fidently over the tops of them. It was a 
commendable achievement and one which 
spoke well for the capabilities of the conjuror 
at the keyboard.

FURNACES TO LIMIT OUTPUT. 


Review of Iron and Steel Trade for the 
Week Shows That Large Interests 
Lean to Conservative Policy. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—[{Special.]—The Iron 
Age tomorrow will say: 

“ Restrictions of output to conform to 
whatever decline in the consumption may 
develop is the policy which avowedly the 
large interests in the fron and steel trade 
Propose to, pursue. Any accumulation of 
stocks is to be avoided. 

With a stk of only 88,000 tons of pig 
iron, a few days’ supply only, the steel cor- 
poration is blowing out furnaces, The Co- 
lumbus steel plant and furnaces have been 


shut down. 

A large percentage of the tin. plate ar 
steel mills are idle, and it is possible: 
the Bellaire furnaces and steel works, wifich 
are on the same product, may be next to 
cease work. A number of eastern pig iron 
furnaces will blow out, and it is understood 
that the principal independent Connellsville 
cokemakers have determined to put out ovens 
if the produet does not at once go to oon- 
sumption. 

While this will not absolutely safeguard 
prices, which are not materially above the 
normal level in finished materials, still it 
makes for stability. 

In the rail trade the Great Northern has 
placed an order for 12,000 tons for prompt 
shipment, and there is an inquiry in the 
market for 7,500 tons of girder rails for Aus- 
tralia. Some good plate orders have been 
placed, and it is expected that at an early 
date the material will be contracted for 
four steamers for the Southern Pacific inter- 
este.. 

There has been a sudden turn in copper, 
the extent and scope of which, however, 
have been greatly exaggerated.

The demand for cash wheat was not nearly 
as urgent as on Tuesday, although there were 
fair sales made on about the same basis as 
the previous day.

Baltimore 
was in the market for soft wheat and bid 
good prices for small lots, and there was a 
cargo of red winter sold to Philadelphia. 
Exporters said the inquiry was not as good 
as recently. Baltimore was a big buyer in 
St. Louis, according to messages from that 
place, the quantity taken being placed at 
250,000 bu. Kansas City advices were con- 
flicting, some reporting a good demand, while 
other messages said there wae a weak feel- 
ing in cash circles, with a good many cars 
going unsold. In the northwest there was a 
better feeling, millers and elevator interests 
buying more freely at Minneapolis, and the 
outlook showing improvement at Duluth. 
Seaboard exporters were optimistic in their 
views and claimed bids from the other side 
were fair. Local sales wereabout 300,000 bu, 
with 320,000 bu reported sold for export at the 
seaboard. 


A radical change of front occurred in the 
local sample corn and oats market and prices 
at the close were in striking contrast with 
those of the early morning and the last few 
days. Corn was lg higher and oats about 
4c higher on the bulk of the sales. Sales east 
were larger of both corn and oats, and much 
more could have been sold if the holders had 
wished to sell them. A lot of corn was sd 
for export and the domestic inquiry was bet- 
ter than it has been in sometime. The coun- 
try is offering little corn or oats and indica- 
tions point to a lessened movement until 
prices assume a level more in accordance 
with the views of country holders. Receivers 
reported that they received few notices of 
consignments of either corn or oats for some 
time, and some of the leading oats men were 
of the opinion that an advance of several 
cente would have to be secured before coun- 
try holders would loosen up again. Local 
sales were 850,000 bu corn and 150,000 bu oats. 
The seaboard reported 136,000’ bu for export.

BANKS WILL RENEW LOANS: 


Decided to Prevent Distress 
Among Mercantile Interests. 


CURRENCY GOES INTO SAFES. 


Small Business Men and Big Corpora- 
tions Hold Their Cash. 


In order to prevent distress among mercan- 
tile. interests of the country the banks of 
Chicago which have loans on commercial 
paper have decided to renew them as they 
fall due in the next two months. This inten- 
tion has resulted from exchange of views 
among members of the Clearing House asso- 
ciation. 

Such a course will of necessity cut off a 
great deal of cash which would otherwise 
have been paid to Chicago banks. It has 
been the fixed policy of the local banks in the 
last few years to be particularly thoughtful 
about having loans on commercial paper 
mature largely in October, November, and 
early December. These are the months 
when the demand for currency for crop 
moving purposes reaches its height. 


Unusual Condition This Year. 


But now that the banks of the country are 
on a clearing house certificate basis and are 
declining to ship currency, the necessity for 
the payment of loans has been altered. If 
thé banks are not going to send out cash as 
liberally as heretofore they will not be in 
such need of cash income. 

There are two classes of commercial paper 
borrowers known to the banks, One class 
includes the firms which carry deposit ac- 
counts with the banks and also are large 
borrowers at certain seasons. These are 
technically known as the bank’s customers. 
The other class of borrowers are firms doing 
business outside the area of Chicago banks 
and who as a rule, do not have deposits in 
them. It is these latter borrowers who are 
relied upon to pay off their notes when due, 
since the banks gre under no special obliga- 
tion tothem. But now these people must be 
taken care of in order to prevent mercantile 
failures, and mercantile failures are exactly 
what the banks do not want. 


Liberal in Renewing Loans. 


Chicago banks will be liberal in renewing 
maturing loans on commercial paper,” said 


George M. Reynolds, president of the Conti-. 


nental bank and a member of the clearing 
house committee.. *‘ We regognize that these 
people must be protected. We cannot afford 
to have any mercantile failures at this time. 
It is understood that renewal of loans will be 
freely made where the borrower is unable to 
pay. 

But some banks in the southwest which 
have cotton loans will be expected to pay 
them when due. They will be able to do so 
by causing the cotton to be moved. 

“The most distressing thing for Chicago 
banks is the fact that they do not feel able to 
pay out currency to country institutions. 1 
feel extremely sorry for the situation which 


has made it impossible as a business proposi- 
tion to send currency to our correspondents . 


who are actually in need of it. We have 
taken care of some urgent cases, as, I be- 
lieve, the other banks have. But we cannot 
get our money from New York, and we are 
obliged to hold our cash as well as may be. 

But, as I said, we do not propose to have 
any mercantile failures if we can prevent 
them.“ 


| Over 8222, 000, O00 Due Country Banks. 


Other banks expressed a similar view, and 
also regret that the country institutions 
had to be deprived of money due them. Put 
plainly, the banks of the west and the north- 
west have carried much cash in Chicago 
because they believed they could get it out 
whenever they asked for it. This is the 
first time in the history of Chicago institu- 
tions that clearing house certificates have 
been resorted to, and that any bank to which 
they owed money could not get it for the 
asking. 

Now, the country banks find their resources 
tied up. They are sending representatives 
to Chicago in delegations to ask for money. 
They have not the cash with which to meet 
demands upon them, and cannot get it. 
Some idea of the amount of such money 
can be gained from the official statements 
of the local, state, and national banks made 
last August. At that time the national in- 
stitutions owed to other banks, state and 
national, $181,444,000. The state banks owed 
$40,998,000, being a total of $222,442,000 of 
deposits of western banks which ere now 
clamoring for a return of somé part of It. 


Shopkeepers Begin to Hoard. 


Another development of the day among the 
banks was the certainty that from this time 
on the ordinary supply of cash from outside 
sources will be curtailed. It is expected, too, 
that the small merchants, shopkeepers, and 
also large corporations will hold in theirown 
vaults, safe deposit boxes, and unsafe hiding 
places the daily accumulations of cash. 
Their reasoning is that if they cannot get 
money out of the banks they will not put any 
in them. Just what this will amount to is 
only surmise at this time. 


Continued Dear Money Predicted. 


Then there is another feature of large im- 
portance. It is believed that the country 
banks, when once the embargo is lifted, will 
take their money out of New York, Chicago, 
and St. Louls and keep it in their own vaults; 
instead of a small percentage of cash on hand 
they will have a large amount, and this will 
be practically taken out of circulation. It 
will mean in the end a continuation of high 
money rates and a reduction in deposits in 
large cities. It is not expected that such a 
situation will obtain over an extended period, 
for sooner or later all such things are for- 
gotten, but it is expected to mean high money 
rates during 1908 unless business should be- 
come so dull that the demand for money can 
easily be satisfied. 


May Close Factories. 


Another disturbing feature is the question 
of pay rolls. Some manufacturers are de- 
claring that if they cannot get cash they 
will be obliged to shut down. The @anks 
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the effect that pay rolls would be met in 
cash has led country banks to ask for cur- 
rency to meet pay rolls.”
